Palm Springs should have but one strong, closely-knit, unified public 
relations organization — a consolidation of the Palm Springs Business 
M en's Association. Palm Springs Associates. C ham ber of Commerce. 
A partm ent House Owners Association, and Property Owners Association, 
who are all in the last analysis working for the sam e goal. This is the 
opinion vociferously expressed fo us several tim es during the last two 
or three w eeks by various prom inent localites; and is the conviction of at 
least one hotel owner, druggist, apartm ent house m anager, and some 
officers of at least three of the afore mentioned organizations. 
We have 
been asked by more than one of these w ell-know n individuals to present 
this theory for w hatever it is w orth and to lay dow n their reasoning in 
coming to this conclusion. 
This we do in the following paragraphs w ith 
malice tow ard none, presenting the theory only as it has been advanced 
to us by others. 
The m ajor problem of all of us. here in Palm Springs, is one and the 
same—to bring guests here for the w inter season, and to do everything 
hum anly possible to make their stay in the village enjoyable, so that they 
will w ant to return. Guests are the very lifeblood of Palm Springs, and 
bringing them here, keeping them as long as possible, and m aking them 
w ant to return again, season after season is. or at least should be, our 
m ajor concern. The fact that guests come here year after year is the very 
reason that this city has developed to its present point.—We have no other 
crop or industry but the tourist crop. 
To clarify this line of reasoning. Palm Springs can be considered a 
big company or corporation. 
The products of this concern are sunshine, 
the lure and rom ance of the desert, our m arvelous w inter clim ate, and 
our unexcelled scenery. 
These products are provided by God, not by 
us m ere m ortals. 
We are only exploiting them. 
Our one job. therefore, is to create a public relations and sales de­ 
partm ent for this m ythical company. Palm Springs, in order to bring 
together the products that we already have, and th e consum ers of the 
world. This is the job for the one big consolidated organization of Palm 
Springs 
this, and keeping the consumers satisfied, once they have been 
sold the commodity we have to offer. 
Under our present set-up of several organizations, all striving to do 
about the sam e thing, there is m uch duplication of personnel, effort and 
expense. 
This duplication is a w aste of our energies and reduces our 
efficiency in accomplishing our one big task, that of bringing guests to 
Palm Springs and m aking them like it here. 
M em bers of this school of thought say that the Palm Springs B usi­ 
ness M en's Association is the logical organization to absorb the duties of 
all the rest. 
It is an organization formed by all th e business and profes­ 
sional groups of Palm Springs. 
It is incorporated, and is set up under a 
constitution and articles of incorporation th at provide for doing all the 
various things that the other organizations are now attem pting to do. 
It 
has an established office in The Plaza, and the location is recognized by 
guests and residents alike. It is staffed by a personnel experienced gen­ 
erally and particularly in Palm Springs in this ty p e of public relations 
work. 
It has the office equipm ent: files, desks, typew riters, etc. But most 
im portant of all. it is an incorporated, going organization set up in such 
a way that it can satisfactorily handle the job. 
W hat are some of the functions that this unified large organization 
would have to perform ? 
A dvertise Palm Springs at a distance, answ er 
inquiries of prospects, serve and direct guests after they have arrived 
here: in fact, to do everything possible to m ake P alm Springs appealing 
to vacationists. 
Of course, this organization w ould also have to handle such im por­ 
tant business m atters as keeping up a credit bureau, em ploym ent bureau, 
prom oting better business standards, representing business and property 
interests before city, county and stale legislative bodies, etc. 
These 
things are also provided for in the constitution and articles of incorpora­ 
tion of the P. S. B. M. A., it is said. 
W hen they say the Business M en's Association is the answ er, they 
do not m ean to kill all the other organizations but th a t one. or that the 
final organization should bear that name. The nam e is im m aterial, they 
say. 
W hat they do mean, is this, that the Business Men's Association 
has the only adequate organization set-up to do the job. It could absorb 
the others and the final consolidated organization could bear the nam e 
"Palm Springs A ffiliates." "Palm Springs Cham ber of Commerce, 
Palm 
Springs Associates." or any other name. 
M C Dudley, executive secretary of the Business Men's Association, 
has seen the vision. We talked for an hour or more together. W ednesday, 
about this m atter of consolidation of all the organizations of Palm Springs 
into one big public relations departm ent for the village. 
"Public rela­ 
tions consists of two parts: (1) inside the com m unity, and (2) outside the 
com m unity. 
These two com ponent parts are interdependent upon each 
other and m ust be coordinated under one adm inistration for any public 
relations program to be effective, but comm unity harm ony is the starting 
point." 
That is what Dudley had to say. He realizes that the advertising 
afar and th e answ ering of inquiries from the outside must be properly 
coordinated w ith the service w ork done inside the com m unity for the 
benefit and pleasure of the guests if success is to be attained. 
This unification is im portant, w e have been told. 
To consolidate our i 
organizations and all work together through one pow erful, w ell-m anned, 
well-financed organization (in order to do th e one big job of bringing 
more and m ore guests to Palm Springs and keeping them) is to present 
a unified and harm onious front to our problem. 
We have no tim e for petty jealousies and quarrels among ourselves, 
we have been inform ed; our problem is bigger than that. As John For- 
line said w hile speaking before the Palm Springs Lions Club two weeks 
ago "W e can't sell harm ony if w e aren't harm onious, nor hospitality if 
we are inhospitable, nor peace and quiet if w e are fighting among o u r­ 
selves for the:: we are com parable to the host who. in the presence of 
quests, throw s frying pans at his wife, m aking his guests extrem ely u n ­ 
easy. 
Palm Springs should, and can be a haven of harm ony, happiness 
and hospitality. 
This consolidation may. or m ay not, be the answ er, but at least the 
theory is deserving of presentation in print and is w orth a little careful 
thought on th e part of all of us.

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5336 Is Estimate of Palm Springs 
Population; 8,000 With Tourists 


By Jane Wilson 
In estimating the population of 
Palm Springs, the figures issued 
last week by County Clerk Gor­ 
don Pequegnat, are far from ac­ 
curate, according to this paper's 
estimate. Mr. Pequegnat's esti­ 
mate that the population of this 
city is 2,753. was published in 
most of the newspapers in Riv­ 
erside county; it is therefore nec­ 
essary to attempt to correct these 
figures. 
The fact that the county clerk 
based his estimate on the regis­ 
tered voters in Palm Springs is 
an obvious factor in disqualify­ 
ing this figure. This is not a sound 
basis for computing the popula­ 
tion of a resort town, especially 
Palm Springs, where many "resi­ 
dents" are here for only a certain 
number of months out of the en­ 
tire year and are not registered as 
voters in Palm Springs. 
Mr. Pequegnat states that the es­ 
timate is arrived at by setting the 
population at 2.5 times the register­ 
ed voter total, which system is said 
to be generally recognized as highly 
accurate. 
This newspaper has attempted to 
estimate the population by taking 
into consideration the local school 
enrollment total, the number of wa­ 
ter meters in action and the number 
of active electric meters in Palm 
Springs. 
The total number of school chil­ 
dren enrolled in local schools is 619. 
This includes pupils in the Palm 
Springs high school, the grammar 
school, and students in several pri­ 
vate schools, including La Clase. 
Smoke Tree and Deep Well schools. 
In surveys of this sort, the ratio of 
5% to 1 is used in computing popu­ 
lation. 619 multiplied by 5% equals 
3,404%. 
Taking the total number of active 
water meters in operation in Palm 
Springs, which is 1310, and using a 
ratio of 3% to 1, we obtain the fig­ 
ure of 4585. 
The conservative figure of 3% has 
been taken in estimating the popu­ 
lation from the water meters, for in 
hotels, apartment houses and courts, 
the water is usually on one meter, 
and in this way a much larger num­ 
ber than this estimate is served by 
such meters. In the larger hotels 
the number of guests is so much 
greater than this ratio that we must 
take into consideration several hun­ 
dred more people than will be com­ 
puted in the ratio of 3% to 1. 
On Feb. 1 there were approxi­ 
mately 2,005 electric meters in op­ 
eration. Here again we find the 
same situation of many people being 
served on one meter in apartment 
houses, hotels and courts. Chamber 
of Commerce and other amateur 
statisticians have used the ratio of 
3 to 1 in estimating population from 
electric meters. On this basis. Palm 
Springs would have 8,020 popula­ 
tion if there were not the considera­ 
tion of hotels, apartment houses and 
courts. 
By adding 3404, 4585 and 8020 and 
dividing by three, the figure of 5,336 
is secured. This is the number this 
newspaper believes is the closest es­ 
timate which can be obtained for 
the population of Palm Springs. 
In addition to this, it is believed 
at least 2000 transients are residing 
here.

A house full of guests, a Saturday 
night jaunt to a desert "hot spot,” 
too m any drinks, and 
a 
Sunday 
m orning drunken braw l, according 
to police, landed Edwin J. Tierney 
in the local justice court Monday 
m orning, when he was sentenced to 
serve 90 days in the Riverside coun­ 
ty jail by Justice of the Peace A l­ 
bert R. Hoffman.

China, he said, is a nation of from 
four to six hundred million share­ 
croppers, half of w hich never d u r­ 
ing th e course of their lives get 
enough to eat. 
It is controlled by 
a few pow erful w ar-lords and land­ 
lords. for whom the great masses 
till th e soil. 
These w ar-lords col­ 
lect taxes and give nothing in re­ 
turn. 
T heir common hatred of Japan is 
the only unified thing about the 
nation of China, according to the 
speaker. 
Dr. Crow m ade the startling state­ 
ment that four fam ilies practically 
own Japan. 
He stated th at Japan 
is a 
highly 
literate country, de­ 
spite ttieir belief th at their em peror 
is a god. 
In Jap an unlike China, 
the 
people 
are used to receiving 
som ething in return for their pay­ 
m ent of taxes. 
The speaker said th at Jap an was, 
and is, financially unprepared for 
the w ar w ith China. 
The people 
them selves voted strongly against 
w ar ju st before being plunged into 
the w ar by the m ilitary rulers, he 
stated. 
According to the speaker, 
the w ar in C hina is costing Japan 
about $5,000,000 per day. 
This is 
more than they can afford.
